I  beg  to  submit  a  short  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  during  the  year  1958 

HOUSING 

New  Dwellings 

The  number  of  permanent  houses  which  were  completed 
during  the  year  by  the  Council  numbered  32  and  in  addition  53 
were  built  by  private  enterprise  At  the  31st  December  no 

Council  Houses  were  in  course  of  construction  but  21  private 
houses  were  in  progress 

HOUSING  ACT,  1936  &  HOUSING  REPAIRS  &  RENT  ACT,  1954 


During  the  year  20  houses  were  demolished  as  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  23  families  being  affected  and  81 
persons  and  during  the  same  period  17  houses  were  closed 
affecting  11  families  and  30  persons  One  unfit  house  was 

rendered  fit  for  human  habitation  after  defects  had  been 
remedied

Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  continued  to  make  Improvement  Grants  for 
the  improvement  of  properties  and  during  the  year  16  grants 
were  made 

WATER  SUPPLY 


Re-grouping  of  Undertakings 

After  some  months  of  negotiations  the  Council  s 
Water  Undertaking  was  finally  taken  over  by  the  City  of 
Leicester  Water  Department  on  1st  October  1958,  The  Council 
approved  agency  arrangements  and  agreements  were  concluded  for 
the  demanding  and  collecting  of  water  rates  and  charges  and 
the  operation  of  the  Undertaking  on  behalf  of  the  Leicester 
Corporation  These  arrangements  for  the  period  ending 
31st  March  1960. 

SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  the  villages  of 
Broughton  Astley,  Dunton  Bassett,  Ashby  Magna,  Leire  and 
Ashby  Parva  were  commenced  in  July  1958  and  good  progress  was 
made  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  construction  of  the  works  proceeded  satisfactorily 
and  work  of  laying  the  sewers  was  in  progress.  Originally  it 
was  intended  that  the  work  would  be  carried  out  over  a  period 
of  four  years  but  progress  had  been  so  good  that  the  contractors 
were  of  the  opinion  that  the  work  could  be  completed  in  2^  years 
and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  raise  no 
objection  to  the  work  being  completed  in  this  shorter  time.

The  Council  continued  to  give  grants  for  the 
conversion  of  pail  closets  and  during  the  period  under 
review  28  grants  were  made.

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  licensee 
slaughterhouses  during  the  year  and  the  Council's  Officers 
have  been  able  to  give  almost  100%  inspection  of  animals
